The $10,000 Damage Suit of D. H.

The Kansas City court of appeals 
has sent back to the supreme conrt- 
the $10,000 damage suit of D. H. Smith 
against the city of Sedalia, glowing 
out of a sewer ^emptying on his farm 
northw est of Sedalia. 
The original action was filed here 
in 1895 and was for $5,000 damages,’ 
the city winning.

ness, because of their ignorance of 
the simplest matters.

dear?” Thus we see the idea ot sac­ 
rifice inheres in charity. 
Charity 
arises out of a nature of love 
The 
same is true with the term justice. 
It is usually understood to b9 con­ 
nected with the law or the courts, 


doth require of thee, but to do justly, 
love mercy and walk humbly with the 
God. ’ 
There is the idea—that jus­ 
tice has its place in common life. 
Some times we seem to think that 
we must look to the law for the ad­ 
justment of life’s inequalities and 
life’s wrongs. 
But the great move­ 
ment for the betterment of life's con­ 
dition must begin with common life. 
And it must rot be forgotten that 
official life has no power to rectify 
the defects of private life. 
That he 
who is honored with high place will 
carry the same qualities into his pub­ 
lic life that he exhibited in private 
life. 
Do justly in dealing with men 
and women. 
Carry on life’s conduct 
with the scales balanced. 
As charity will spring up from 
brotherly love, so will justice. Bro­ 
therly love v in inspire charity or 
produce justice. Now then it is nec­ 
essary to say agan that these words 
are not abstract thngs. 
They :epra 
sent deeds. 
They must be embodied 
into life. 
These words must oreathe 
and throb with loving impulse; they 
must have blood, and form, and mind, 
and heart, and hands and feet; they 
must 
have 
personality. 
Otherwise, 
their use is a mockery. 
So that other great word is appro­ 
priate? Fidelity! 
The word signifies 
loyalty to a principle, a person or a 
company. 
It comes from the Roman 
“Fides.” 
Fidos was the goddess of 
faith. A temple was erected near the 
capital, 
and 
it was understood to 
mean 
“Good 
faith.” 
The Romans 
spoke with contempt of the fidelity of 
the Greeks, sneaking of Graeca Fides 
as the synonym of perfidy. But fidel­ 
ity is essential to make this splendid

which they represent. There is noth­ 
ing in place or organization or sur­ 
roundings to make a life, unless there 
is the power of a great purges e.

Shakespeare makes

Judas,

that ever blessed this earth, turned 
traitor and sold his friend and Lord 
for the paltry

slave. 
These men have 
hunted 
the earth 
nnd sky for exalted principles for 
the foundation of their order. They 
have selected 
principles 
that have 
been chastened and tested and pol­ 
ished by centuries of noblest civili­ 
zation. 
What manner of men ought 
they therefore to \>e? 
Fidelity 
to 
these things will set torches of light 
in the dark places of earth that are 
J nextin guishable. 
Then the order has emblems, one 
of which is the Bible. The brief time 
allotted to me makes it impossible 
to speak of that which it means. It 
is the source 
of 
christian civiliza­ 
tion. If it contained but two docu­ 
ments—the law as given by Moses 
md the Sermon on the Mount—they 
would transform the world. 
Hugo, 
in his book on William Shakespeare, 
saya that 
“England has two books, 
one she has 
made 
and one which 
has made her.” These were the writ­ 
ings of Shakespeare and the 
Holy 
Bible. 
The 
principles which have 
Tieen mentioned have grown out of\ 
the church and the Bible. 
Another emblem is the antlers of 
the elk. 
It 
represents the king of 
the forest, ihat 
is distinguished by 
the power of endurance, by courage 
and in its defense of its kind and 
the weak. These characteristics, as­ 
similated into manhood, become val­ 
va hie to human society. But another 
emblem must 
cot 
be 
overlooked, 
the ensign of our liberties, the flag 
cf our country. There is no romance 
*o fascinating as the history of our 
country, its discovery, its settlement 
by people from all quarters of the 
earth. The reclaiming of the virgin 
coil, the behavior of her soldiery on 
every battlefield, the wisdom of her

That the same highway of the seas 
bv which they came to this country

Our fathers wrote patriotic poems 
and orations and stood for the flag.
